It behooves us, therefore,
to provide at once the best means to
meet the emergency when it arises, and
the best means are those which are the
most cortaln and economical Thoses
now authorized have the virtue neither
of directness nor economy, We hayve
already eliminated one of the

jurisdiction. When organised, ns they

An acl to protect trade and commerca
againgt unlawful restraint and mon-
opolles was passed by congress on the
recond of July, 1990, The provisions of
this siatute are comprehensive and
stringent, It deciares every contract
or combination, in the form of a trust
or otherwlise, or conspirancy in the re-
ftraint of trade or commerce AMONE
the several states or with forelen n
tlonm, to be unlawful. It denominntes
a8 & crimbual every person who makes

any such coptrpcl of enguges In any
such combination or conspiracy, and
provides ¢ vunishment by fine or |

prisonment. It Investe the several vles
cult ¢ourts of the United Staes with
Jurisdiction to prevent and resteain
violatlo s of the act and makes It the
duty of the soeveral United States dis-
trict attorreys, under the direction of
the attorney gencral, to institute pro
cecdings in equity to prevent and re-
straln such violations, It further con-
ferk upon any person who shall be in-
Jured In his bugine or property hy
any other person or corporantion by ren-
son of anythirg forbidden or declared
